Protesters get free lodging in lockup 


TOFINO — A group of 
transient laborers who staged 
a housing protest near Tofino 
last week got one night’s free 
accommodation from Port 
Alberni RCMP — in the city 
jail. 

The group of about 30 moved 
into an empty house in Pacific 


Rim National Park in an 
effort to point out the local' 
housing crisis. 

Seven were arrested and 
charged with causing public 
mischief. 

Two pleaded guilty and 
were given suspended 
sentences and the other five, 


who pleaded not guilty, were 
remanded to May 28. 

“There was no other place 
for these people to go. They 
can’t sleep on the streets,” 
said Francois Robair, 49, a 
spokesman for the group. 

The house, said Robair, was 


purchased by the federal 
parks department. 

“The building was open. We 
didn’t break into it. And the 
only sign we saw outside was 
one saying it was private 
property. How can a federal 
building be private 
property?” he said. 


The group, led by Robair, 
met with Tofino council and 
asked permission to establish 
a tent town. 

“But they had no concrete 
plan,” Tofino Mayor Don 
McGinnis told The Express. 

McGinnis said he suggested 
the group ask the federal 


parks department for 
permission to occupy some of 
the abandoned property 
within the park boundaries. 

There is not enough 
property in Tofino for 
transient accommodation, he 
said, and council has no

Groves said it was the first 
murder in Oak Bay in "well 
over 25 years." 


Grant 


All three local school 
districts will receive part of 
$21 million in special grants 
announced last week by 
Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly. 

The grants, designed to help 
school boards reduce class 
sizes this fall and to fight 
inflating school costs, will go 
to all but five of the province’s 
74 school districts. 

Officials of Greater 
Victoria, Saanich and Sooke 
boards haven’t yet been 
informed how much their 
grants will be. 

Those districts excluded 
because the local tax base is 
large enough to raise 
sufficient funds are 
Vancouver Island West, 
Kitimat, Gulf Islands, Fort 
Nelson and Lillooet. 

Additional grants over and 
above normal government 
funding were promised by the 
government nearly two 
months ago when Dailly 
committed her administration 
to reducing class sizes across 
the province. 

The ratio of certified 
teacher to pupil in B.C. 
schools now stands at 21.5-to- 
one and the government is 
committed to reducing that by 
1.5 per year down to 17-to-one 
in three years. 

Total cost for one year to 
reduce the class size will 
probably be in the range of $60 
millicii.

to get the same rate of pay as 
manual sorters. 

They are also asking for 
mid-contract wage boosts, the 
current contract expires Dec. 
31. 

Family allowance cheques, 
which were due for delivery 
Friday, were the first of a 
variety of federal and 
provincial social benefit 
payments delayed by the 
national strike. 

In Victoria letter carriers 
crossed picket lines, after 
consultation with the local 
union, to collect and deliver 
the cheques. Other areas were 
less fortunate, and in 
Kamloops about a dozen 
mothers picketed the 
pickets, waving placards and 
demanding their cheques. 

Several passers-by hurled 
abuse and foul language at the 
postal workers, and shouted 
encouragement to the 
mothers. 

Meanwhile, some agencies 
come up with contingency 
plans to deal with the 
problem. 

Unemployment Insurance 
recipients in Victoria and 
some other centres were able 
to pick their cheques up aUhe 
office Friday and Monday, 
and the Workmen’s Com¬ 
pensation Board was also 
distributing benefits through 
its offices and other govern¬ 
ment agencies. 

Welfare cheques are due for 
delivery later this week, and 
the provincial human 
resources department is 
working out a plan to see that 
cheques are delivered if the 
strike continues.

'Tea 


A “madhatters’ tea party” 
was how Victoria General 
Hospital board chairman Art 
Saunders described recent 
approval by the regional 
hospital board of a 
revolutionary plan for 
reorganizing and developing 
hospitals in the Capital 
district. 

The Alice-In-Wonderland 
quote — pinched from 
Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen 
— was all part of the VGH 
directors’ grandstand 
condemnation of a new 
regional policy that spells 
their demise. 

What the regional 
politicians want is for a single 
15-member superboard to 
oversee all acute-care 
hospitals in the district, 
replacing the individual 
boards (and societies) the 
hospitals now have. 

Without exception this plan 
was anathema to VGH 


party' plan hit 


directors present at last 
week’s board meeting. 

They claimed they had not 
been properiy consulted at 
any stage in the formation of 
the new policy nor had the 
regional politicians even 
acknowledged a letter 
expressing their concern and 
that of VGH staff. 

They resented that the 
secret new report was 
approved at a recent regional 
hospital board meeting 
without the hospitals and 
doctors affected being given 
any chance to express their 
comments. 

Quipped Saunders: “As a 
meeting with a relatively 
high-level group I can only 
react to it in the words of 
Mayor Pollen who compared 
it (the regional hospital 
meeting approving the plan) 
to a “madhatters’ tea party.” 

Mrs. Mary Rogers summed 
up the feeling of VHG 


directors when she stated: “I 
think we’ve had enough 
pushing around by this 
regional board and I think 
something should be done 
about it.” 

Saunders said the only real 
hope of stopping the plan at 
this stage was that it might 
not be acceptable to Health 
Minister Dennis Cocke and 
therefore not receive the 
required cabinet approval. 

Mo6t extensive critique of 
the regional blueprint came 
from Oak Bay Alderman Doug 
Watts (“it took us totally by 
surprise”) who said that as 
there would be no direct 
election to the 15-man super¬ 
board the current 
“community input would be 
totally lost.” 

He explained that both 
Royal Jubilee and Victoria 
General were society-run 
hospitals where there was a 


“real avenue of redress” for 
the man-in-the-street. 

Watts also said the new 
super-board directors would 
find it a “pretty impossible 
task” to become familiar with 
the workings of the four 
district acute-care hospitals 
as proposed, especially for 
those who already had 
municipal and regional 
responsibilities. 

The new plan, he said, in no 
way represented a step 
forward towards spending the 
$224 million approved by 
ratepayers for hospital 
spending a year ago despite 
the fact that the money “has 
been eroded in the period 
since the vote on that 
referendum by probably $4 
million.” 

VGH medical staff chief Dr. 
Jim Duxbury’s main concern 
was that the regional plan had 
been formulated and passed 
“without any comment being 
allowed before or after the

Legal threats 
'not the way' 


Strong 
jump 
chalked 
by VD 

Venereal disease is rapidly 
becoming a national 
emergency, the president of 
the B.C. Medical Association 
has warned. 

Dr. Kenneth Hill told a VD 
conference in Vancouver that 
attitudes towards gonorrhea 
and its treatment would have 
to change because “we are 
now seeing a 15 to 20 per cent 
annual increase in this 
disease.” 

Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke told the meeting that 
from being a disease of people 
in their early 20s or 30s 
“venereal disease is being 
detected in ever larger 
numbers among youngsters in 
their early teens.” 

He said the government was 
prepared to help educate 
school-age children to the 
dangers of VD. 

“But we’ve already run into 
some objections from school 
boards who have been 
approached with publications 
worded in a language today’s 
young people understand.” 

Last year some 9,000 VD 
cases were reported in B.C., 
but health department 
officials estimate that five 
times that number have not 
been reported, bringing the 
B.C. total to 45,000 in 1973.

Industrial inquiry com¬ 
missioner Clive McKee held a 
preliminary meeting into the 
Victoria Press dispute 
Monday. 

McKee, an industrial 
relations consultant, was 
appointed by labor Minister 
Bill King to make recom¬ 
mendations into the labor 
dispute which has shut down 
Victoria Press for nearly five 
months. 

Neither the Victoria Times 
nor The Daily Colonist have 
published since Dec. 1 when 
printing pressmen walked off 
the job in a bid for greater job 
security in the face of 
technological change. 

McKee’s recommendations 
will be placed before the union 
membership and 
management for acceptance 
or rejection. 

Meanwhile, McKee’s bin¬ 
ding recommendations to the 
government on the contract 
dispute between the 
Registered Nurses 
Association of B.C. and B.C. 
hospitals will be submitted to 
the government later this 
week. 

McKee’s appointment as 
commissioner in that dispute 
averted a threatened strike by 
registered nurses at several 
hospitals. 
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Believe me, no elephant ever had a memory as durable as 
that of a columnist who finds that some opinion, considered 
heretical at the time, has been vindicated and that he has every 
right to say, as schoolboys do, "See? I told ya." 

So I’ve been recalling with pleasure my notes of some 
months ago in which I deplored the practice of many large 
Canadian business firms replacing genuinely talented and 
creative individualists with the well-known organization men. 

I cited, at the time, the case histories of several brilliant 
men who had become victims of the bucket-shop psychologists 
in those personal assessment outfits which, at so much per 
head, pretend to tell employers how to select their staffs pseudo- 
scientifically, through tests and a cursory "analysis." 

The idea was to find nice square men who would fit into nice 
square holes, to probe for any telltale signs of personality 
idiosyncracies. The result was that mediocrity was often valued 
above genius, that caution was prized above originality., 

The search was for the company man, the well-rounded,

not-toointellectual conformist who would never run a risk, 
never take a chance, always do "the right thing.” 

Time after time the case histories demonstrated that the 
best men, the innovators and pioneers and idea-originators, 
were pushed back or out unless, of course, they’d the good sense 
to lie to their interrogators. 

I took the stand then, as I still do, that the method was 
fraudulent and that any employer who went along with it was 
hurting his business. ’ 

Of late, in the business and financial journals, a mass of 
evidence has begun to pile up to vindicate that opinion. 

Item: Many leading firms through the United States and 
Canada are becoming disenchanted with the conformity-minded 
organization men and are placing new stress on individuality 
and originality. 

Item: The Chance Vought Aircraft Company deliberately 
destroyed its files giving the results of all job-assessment and 
personality-analysis tests of the past. It hired, from a 


competitor, an executive who had been branded by one such test 
as “emotionally unstable and insecure" and he has gone 
through the ranks to top management. 

Item. "We just decided it was time to stop trying to fit 
everybody into a mold," said Gifford K. Johnson, president of 
Ling-Temco-Vought. "There’s plenty of room ir. our company 
for the bold, brash individual who’s willing to be set apart from 
the herd." 

Item: "More than ever before industry is seeking men of 
originality with the courage to approach problems from an 
unorthodox standpoint," said John L. Handy, a New York 
executive-recruiter. 

Item: Colgate-Palmolive Co. has similarly changed its 
hiring and promotion policies on the theory that “far from 
blending smoothly into the group, executives at the top are 
usually individualistic, fiercely competitive types who rarely fit 
the bland ideals common among personnel men.” 

All of this means that some of the most aggressive 


companies have gone back to a very old-fashioned and sensible 
method of picking the best man for the job and not the safest 
man. 

The free-wheeling, open-minded, creative maverick, the 
kind of individualist who was once prized above all others, 
seems to be coming back into his own and high time it is. 

A director or personnel relations, one Dr. Scott Myers, has 
summed it up nicely. "People, not organizations, get things 
done," he says, and that simple concept could mean a return of 
the initiative, excitement and individual responsibility that will 
outmode the faceless robot beloved of the psychologists. 

Too many Canadian firms took their cue from the 
Americans who made it fashionable to leave their decisions to 
experts with their tests, graphs and their apprehension of 
anything short of good, grey normalcy. 

Perhaps now they’ll concede that it was all a terrible 
mistake and a terrible waste of our brightest people and, 
anticipating that, I’m delighted to say, "See? I told ya."

Liberal MLA Dr. Pat 
McGeer is a "wine snob,” said 
the Association of B.C. 
Wineries in the latest round of 
the Battle of the Grape. 

Dr. McGeer is also suffering 
from the "classic delusion” 
that his taste in wine 
represents everyone’s taste, 
association president Brian 
Roberts said, and is assuming 
that the only kind of wine 
people want to drink is dry. 

‘Though a rather standard 
delusion of those who fancy 
themselves a cut above the 
ordinary people, it is a 
dangerous delusion for an 
elected representative of the 
people,” Roberts said. 

The grape battle started in 
the legislature March 15 when 
Dr. McGeer termed B.C. 
wines "lousy" and said that 
government regulations 
which protect the local grape- 
products discourage them 
from improving. 

Not to be outdone, the 
wineries association 
challenged McGeer to a wine¬ 
tasting test to see if he could

It's sad to think of those stalwart policemen feeling inferior 
because they don’t have an identity. Are the ordinary constables 
wandering around asking themselves: "Who am I?” and "Why 
am 1 here?” "Was I born to The Purple?" 

Or is it yet another instance of administration having 
nothing to do and so creating problems which don’t really exist. 


Once a bureaucracy, always a bureaucracy. And that 
applies to any government institution. It’s one of the strongest 
arguments against takeovers by government. Where private 
industry, most of it anyway, will ensure that the most efficient 
methods are used to ensure good profits, governments will 
create problems just to have a little more red tape to wallow in. 

The RCMP has always been a respected and efftetant force 
but one wonders about the future if its members have to start 
worrying about their identity instead of law enforcement. 

Ask any erring motorist or self-respecting criminal whether 
they worry about the identity of the stem-looking constable 
bearing down on them. There is enough identity there to mak^ 
the culprit wonder whether he is about to sample the delights of 
jail or whether he’ll be lucky to escape with a Tine.

Council has approved 
construction by private 
developers of three 10-suite 
apartments buildings but 
work on them has been held up 
by strike threats, he said. 

"But the rents in these 


places will run from $175 to 
$275 a month and there aren’t 
many laborers who can afford 
those rents," McGinnis said. 

Robair said the transient 
laborers have contacted 
various provincial 
government departments, 
including the ministers of 
housing, human resources and 
health. 

"Everybody down there in 
Victoria passed the buck from 
one department to the other,” 
said Robair.

With cross-country air 
travel restricted to bunny hop 
flights, there are more 
problems in view for the 
hopeful traveller.

North Gordon Head 
residents this week indicated 
they are aware of respon¬ 
sibility to the community in 
the provision of housing in a 
burgeoning municipality. 

That emerged when more 
than 200 residents attended 
the first of a series of informal 
meetings with Saanich council 
and municipal planners in¬ 
tended to cover all districts in 
the municipality. 

Residents dropped their 
hostility to previous 
suggestions that greater 
densities be permitted in the 
district as a means of 
providing more housing op¬ 
portunities. 

But they were adamant that 
the special character of semi- 
rural Gordon Head be 
maintained and that emphasis 
remain on low density, single¬ 
family development. 

Most appeared to prefer the 
status quo in development of 
commercial facilities, but the 
meeting approved the 
suggestion that Saanich 
planners come forward with a 
proposal to guide future 
development of housing, 
transportation and retail 
servicing. 

Some said they felt han¬ 
dicapped in the expression of 
their opinibns without having 
a planning proposal to com¬ 
ment on. Others were 
suspicious at first that 
Saanich was keeping a 
previously suggested plan up 
its sleeve. 

And, as at a similar meeting 
last year when the limited 
commercial-apartment pro¬ 
posal was discussed, some 
residents crossed swords with 
Aid. Leslie Passmore who 
said a halt to anything but 
single-family development 
was not good enough. 

Aid. Alan Newberry, 
chairman of planning com¬ 
mittee and chairman of the 
meeting, drew great applause 
when he asked: “Are you 
telling us there should be no 
corner stores, no row housing 
or anything but single family 
dwelling?” 

If that was the feeling of the 
district, “then fair enough," 
Newberry said. 

“It’s not fair enough,” 
Passmore declared as several 
voices shouted “Yes, it is.” He 


turned from the lectern to 
resume his seat. 

Newberry suggested the 
aldermen should be heard 
along with everyone else and 
Passmore returned to his 
comments, referring to a 
recent meeting between 
residents of Northridge and 
Royal Oak, and represen¬ 
tatives of B.C. Hydro, which 
put forward its proposals for a 
new $4 million headquarters 
near West Saanich Road. 

At that time, he said, 
residents fearing great 
changes in their community 
accepted the idea that 
progress was inevitable but 
controllable. 

“We are short of land for 
housing,” Passmore said. To 
suggest that where land is 
priced at $36,000 an acre — as 
in part of Gordon Head — and 
people cling to quarter-acre 
lots, was "pretty damn 
selfish.*’ 

“You have a lot of good land 
here. I think you have an 
obligation to accept some 
small multi-family dwellings 
and if they are properly 
designed I can’t see you’d 
have anything to complain 
about,” the alderman said. 

Aid. Mel Couvelier said if 
residents reject all forms of 
multiple dwelling and 
development of services, the 
elected people would be in a 
dilemma to plan for the 


future, to serve all residents, 
some unborn. 

One member of the 
audience said it should be 
borne in mind that Gordon 
Head is a university area and 
any obligation on the part of 
residents to allow for 
development should be 
modified to ensure it is in 
keeping with the tone of the 
neighborhood and that den¬ 
sities are kept low. 

“If it is your wish we will 
come back with a proposal,’’ 
Newberry said. 

The last speaker from the 
audience reiterated the desire 
for specific proposals at an 
ensuing meeting. He also 
urged council to form a design 
advisory panel. 

Municipal planner Tom 
Loney was asked to speak 
after residents concluded 
their remarks. He drew at¬ 
tention to the fact that only 6-8 
per cent of the population 
today can afford a single 
family dwelling. “Where are 
we going to put the rest of the 
90 per cent?” 

Loney said multiple 
dwelling units must be con¬ 
sidered and unless there were 
a plan to guide their 
placement and construction, 
council would be faced with a 
series of random proposals 
and would inevitably approve 
some with "jarring or 
detrimental effect.” 


Bi-bi Sooke

In late September, 1914, 
34,000 Canadians left their 
homeland and sailed for 
Europe, the biggest con¬ 
tingent of Canadian troops 
ever to sail in one convoy. 

Later in the First World 
War, King George V awarded 
all British Empire soldiers 
who had left their homelands 
in 1914, the Red Chevron, to be 
worn by all ranks and the only 
award authorized by a 
sovereign to be worn with 
civilian clothes too. 

When the last of the local 
surviving red chevroniers met 
Monday for their annual 
luncheon, for the first time in 
50 years their wives were 
invited. 

“I guess our ranks are 
weakening,” said Col A G 
Jacobs, vice-president of 
Southern Vancouver Island 
Red.Chevron Association, and 
at 80, the youngest member of 
the group. 

Col. Jacobs estimates the 
average age of members of 
the association at 87. At 
Monday’s lunch, there were 15 
less men than last year. 

In the Victoria area 
association, there are 40 
Canadians and 30 other 
British Commonwealth 
members who now live in the 
area. The group also includes 
the only surviving nursing 
sister who sailed with the 1914 
contingent. 

The chevroniers meet twice 
a year — once on Armistice 
Day and the second time in 
April to celebrate the an¬ 
niversary of the second battle 
of Ypres. 


The chevroniers at the 
luncheon observed two 
minutes silence for departed 
friends and called the roll of 
units that were represented in 
the contingent. 

The men also swap stories 
that have survived the 60 
years since they sailed. 

Col. Jacobs tells of how the 
red chevron was awarded to 
members of the Indian Army 
who left their country — but 
somehow the award was also 
given to each of the camp 
followers who tagged along. 

He also tells of Don Corker, 
now 80 and the treasurer of the 
association, who was in the 
first gas attack of the war and 
taken prisoner. He escaped 
seven times, was re-captured 
six, but made it to England on 
his last try in 1918. 

Col. Jacobs also has some 
stories about himself. When 
he first went to war he was 
only 19 and came from what 
he described as a “rabid 
teetotaling family” When he 
encountered the traditional 


morning rum ration when he 
was in France, he refused to 
drink it and just gave it away 
to a friend. 

But when he got to Belgium, 
some of his buddies decided he 
should drink like everyone 
else. 

“They were all over six feet 
tall and told me if I didn't 
drink it they’d oour it down 
my throat.” 

Col. Jacobs threw back the 
small cup of strong rum that 
“burned all the way down.” 

The way he describes it, the 
sandbags started to move up 
and down and he slept from 
early that morning until 3 
p.m. 

After that he took the rum 
given to him, drank only a 
tablespoonful and stored the 
rest in a small flask that came 
in handy during emergencies. 

When the association gets 
together twice a year, its 
members address each other 
as “chevronier.” The fact that 
they all hold the same award 
transcends any rank. 


SI5,000 worth 
of rings vanish

“We’re now approaching 
the Victoria school board,” 
said Capt. G. H. Hayes, 
commander of CFB 
Esquimau.

Littler said the board op¬ 
poses having the children 
taught entirely in French. If 
they’re in B.C. they should 
have some instruction in 
English as a matter of prin¬ 
ciple. he said. 

Hayes has written a letter to 
the Greater Victoria board 
outlining “some quite clear 
guidelines" on the kind of 
instruction the defence 
department wants for the 
children, he said. 

The department wants the 
children taught in French 
except for one course in 
English and possibly physical 
education, Hayes said. 

“Ideally, we could simply 
transplant the (CFB 
Esquimalt) school and put it 
inside a bigger school," he 
said. 

He conceded this might 
raise some administrative 
problems, but said it has been 
done in other areas 

"You can’t tell the parents 
that it’s impossible," Hayes 
said. “It works in Halifax and 
in Ottawa to a large extent." 

Any extra costs involved in 
providing French-language 
instruction would most likely 
be paid by the defence 
department.

gas station and several stores 
were broken into. Unarmed 
troops aided polite in guat- 
ding flooded homes and 
businesses. 

More than 2,000 of the city’s 
30,000 residents were forced 
to evacuate As the spring 
runoff caused the worst 
flooding in Saskatchewan’s 
history. 

Sandbagging continued at a 
feverish pitch in Regina and 
Lumsden. Floods crested 
Sunday in Regina and were 
expected to reach a peak 
today in Lumsden. The waters 
remained at high levels this 
week. Patrols were set up to 
check for possible breaks in 
the dikes. 

In Moose Jaw, Mayor 
Taylor ordered an emergency 
hospital set up on a standby 
basis as rising waters 
threatened to close the Union 
Hospital. 

The waters of Waskana 
Creek and Waskana Lake in 
Regina rose quickly on the 
weekend, going up at a rate of 
12,000 cubic feet a second by 
Sunday night. 

In Lumsden, a community 
of about 800, crews filling 
sandbags and manning dikes 
were frustrated by the fact 
there is only one main road 
into the town. There were 


problems obtaining enough 
equipment to fight the rising 
waters. 

Fluudiug also struck in 
Manitoba and Alberta. The 
2,000 residents of Carman, 
Man., 50 miles southwest of 
Winnipeg, prepared to flee 
their homes as the Boyne 
River overflowed its banks. 
Two Indians reserves north of 
Winnipeg also were hit and 700 
people were evacuated, some 
by helicopter. 

Twenty patients were 
moved out of the hospital at 
Carman when basement 
flooding knocked out heating 
and electricity. They were 
taken to hospitals in Winkler 
and Morden, about 20 miles 
away. 

In Vegreville, Alta., 50 miles 
east of Edmonton, patients not 
requiring constant care were 
released from the 170-bed 
hospital. 

Rail service across the 
prairies was hit, making grain 
shipments to the Lakehead 
difficult. Several bridges and 
sections of track were washed 
out in southern Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan. Rising rivers 
locked in a grain train in the 
LaRivier subdivision of 
Winnipeg. CP Rail’s two main 
grain branch lines north of 
Winnipeg, to Arborg and 
Iverton, were cut by floods.

Meetings are also planned

Another claim for the $1 
million prize was made by 
Georges Cote of Frobisher 
Bay, N.W.T., whose ticket was 
drawn entitling him to the 10th 
prize. 

Cote said his ticket was the 
first one displayed to 
television viewers during the 
broadcast of the drawing. He 
said he will discuss his claim 
with several experts and may 
then proceed through the 
courts.

LONDON — The death of a 
self-admitted police informer, 
who made a statement just 
three days before he died that 
he had been forced to 
infiltrate the Irish Republican 
movement, has stirred 
Britons to ask questions about 
their police. 

Informer Kenneth Lennon, 
31, was found dead in a quiet 
London suburb from gunshot 
headwounds, suggesting it

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DAVEY MEDIA REPORT 


After three years 
it's selling briskly 


This appraisal of what the 1970 report of 
Canada’s Special Senate Committee on the 
Mass Media has accomplished is excerpted 
from Content, the Canadian journalism 
review. It’s author was chairman of the 
committee. 

by SEN. KEITH DAVEY 

I ’ve never been involved backstage in the opening 
night of a play, but I think I know the feeling. 
Three years ago this month we tabled all three vol¬ 
umes of the report of the Special Senate Committee 
on the Mass Media. We held a reception in a Chateau 
Laurier suite to celebrate the occasion. 

Serving on that committee had been one of the 
best experiences of my life, and all of us who had 
helped put it together, the senators and the staff, 
laughed a little too hard, and'some even drank a little 
too much, as we sat around waiting for the CBG 11 
o’clock news and the early editions of the next day’s 
newspaper—the first refiews of a productibn that had 
occupied and obsessed us for more than two years. 

We even sang songs that night, including one up¬ 
beat number composed especially for the occasion by 
a staffer, called “The Media Monopoly Rag.” 

Watch that coverage, watch that beat; 

Investigate that balance sheet. 

Probe all the weakness of the 
Fourth Estate and 
Legislate! Legislate! Legislate! 

Find what the media’s all about; 

Decide that time is running out. 

The public will need ya, 

The government will heed ya. 

The media-monopoly rcnaaaag! 

The reviews, as we say in show biz, were “mixed.” 
Generally speaking, the larger the newspaper and the 
larger the financial stake of its owners, the worse they 
hated what, to my delight and my embarrassment, 
came to be called the Davey Report. 

The reaction in some quarters was so vitriolic that 
it was actually gratifying. After all, one of the pur¬ 
poses of the whole exercise was to stimulate public 
discussion on that least-examined of institutions, the 
media. Three years after the event, I can say that we 
definitely succeeded in doing that. 

• 

B ut what else did we achieve? On my bad days, 
I suspect that we achieved practically nothing at 
all. At other times, it seems to me that the report 
accomplished more than we reasonably could have 
hoped. As a stimulus to new legislation, the report 
has proved to be a bust. But as part of what 1 might 
as well call a consciousness-raising process, its long¬ 
term effects may turn out to be more important. 

Certainly it was a consciousness-raising process 
for me, and it still is. Like any conscientious author, 
1 went out and promoted the book after it *\vas pub¬ 
lished — several hundred speeches during the last 
three years, to all kinds of groups, all over the coun¬ 
try, on the report and the media it tried to evaluate. 

The response 1 received at all these gatherings and 
the people I talked to suggests that I may have been 
doing just the opposite: defending the media against 
an audience that is far more skeptical, far more cyni¬ 
cal, far more bitter about the medih than their owners 
appear to realize. 

In the report, we referred to the “shoot-the-mes- 
senger" syndrome—the tendency of the public to 
blame the media for the bad news they contain. After 
meeting enough people to have earned some exper¬ 
tise on the subject, I can report that the shoot-the- 
messenger syndrome is alive and well in Canada. 

If publication of the report thrust me into the role 
of the media’s defender, it also thrust me into another 
role: media ombudsman. You d be amazed at the 
number of letters I still get, three years later, from 
people with a beef against their local newspaper. I 
haven’t counted, but I must have received many hun¬ 
dreds by now. Most of them are the sort of com¬ 
plaints that no press council would uphold. Still, they 
may reflect the extent of the public’s discontent with 
the media—and the fact that I, not entirely inad¬ 
vertently, have become a focus for it. 

• 

I N ASSESSINO THE TANGIBLE RESULTS, I’m going to 
fall back on the approach we used in the report 
itself. We considered the media, and made recom¬ 
mendations, in three main problem areas: (a) the 
questions of media diversity and media concentra¬ 
tion-—the phenomenon of more and more outlets fall¬ 
ing into the hands of fewer and fewer owners; (b) the 
whole question of quality and how well the public is 
served by the media; and (c) the problem of Cana¬ 
dian cultural survival—how the media affect our 
sense of nationhood. 

Move voices. The real guts of the report was its 
recognition that the media, in economic terms, are 
natural monopolies. The industry exhibits a natural 


m, 






tendency towards concentration, a tendency which 
militates against the public interest. 

Three years ago, we pointed out the extent of con¬ 
centration (77 of the country’s 116 dailies were con¬ 
trolled by groups, and 176 of the 369 broadcasting 
outlets). We suggested how government could arrest 
this trend—chiefly through establishing a press- 
ownership review board, which would decide whe¬ 
ther proposed mergers were in the public interest. 

The Canadian Radio-Television Commission al¬ 
ready is fulfilling this function in the broadcast field, 
and it’s the CRTC’s stated policy that intermedia 
mergers (ownership of a cable system by a news¬ 
paper, for instance) generally are to be discouraged. 

The lack of a corresponding review agency for 
print media has led to the inevitable result: There are 
dramatically fewer independent newspapers in Can¬ 
ada than there were even three years ago. 

In Montreal, our observation that chain ownership 
bears no direct relationship to quality appears to have 
been borne out by events. The Gazette, since its ac¬ 
quisition by the Southam chain, has vastly improved. 
But my own impression is that the Star’s quality, since 
its takeover by F.P., has declined. 

In Toronto, the Telegram vanished in one of the 
greatest sleight-of-hand acts since Houdini. The Star 
bought its subscription lists—and it’s hard not to 
interpret that multimillion-dollar transaction as an in¬ 
ducement to John Bassett to vacate the afternoon 
field. 

In the end, the Star added 130,000 of the Tely’s 
readers to its circulation roster. Now the Star, bloated 
with advertising, is indisputably the country’s richest 
newspaper. They’ve got so much cash they’re hard- 
pressed to find uses for it. When they bought Comae 
Communications Quest and Homemakers Digest ear¬ 
lier this year. I’m told they were delighted to find a 
deal that required so much hard cash. Maybe the two 
events are unconnected, but the Star’s accession to 
riches also seemed to coincide with a pronounced 
swing to the right in its editorial policy. 

• 

O ne thing, at least, is certain. The trend towards 
concentration will continue unless the govern¬ 
ment acts to modify it. 

The new amendments to the Combines legislation, 
which give the government more flexibility in disallow¬ 
ing mergers that are against the public interest, could 
be applied in the media field with excellent effect. Or 
at least they could have been a few years ago. By 
now, the trend toward chain ownership is so far ad¬ 
vanced that it may be time to advocate sterner solu¬ 
tions—like dismantling some of the chains, or at least 
forcing them to sell some of their properties. The 
courts ordered IBM to “unbundle” in the U.S., and 
chain dominance of the daily field in Canada has new 
approached the dimensions of IBM’s dominance in 
the computer field. 

There’s one encouraging countertrend in this pic¬ 


ture: The periodical industry in Canada, despite the 
burden of those grand old Easy Riders, Time and 
Reader’s Digest, has never been more diverse. LIP 
and OFY grants have performed part of the job 
which our report suggested should be handled by a 
media-development loan fund. Unfortunately, under 
the present system of grants, most publications can’t 
hack it long enough to survive. 

However, some magazines, such as Cinema Canada, 
are becoming viable, thanks to early government 
funding which bought them the time they needed to 
become self-sufficient. We even have a Canadian skin 
magazine now. Success. As an editorial product, it’s 
incompetent and imitative. But how can I. as a con¬ 
scientious nationalist, wish them anything but, uh, 
success? 

Which brings up another problem area upon which 
the report was based, Canadian cultural survival. 
One of our assumptions was that the media, along with 
the arts and education, arc indispensable to develop¬ 
ing a sense of nationhood. Periodicals, because they’re 
usually national in character, arc especially important. 
After three years, I think some progress has been 
made. 

The magazine industry may not be exactly healthy, 
but at least it’s showing signs of life. 

Some publishers argued before the committee that 
the departure of Time and Reader’s Digest from Can¬ 
ada would virtually wipe out the industry, because 
without them, the industry would be too small and 
weak to be considered as a viable advertising medi¬ 
um. The Canadian industry has now developed to the 
extent that this argument, if it ever held water, is 
invalid now. 

In fact, the mind boggles at the government’s in¬ 
activity on the Time-Digest question. In spite of 
overwhelming mandates at the last two Liberal policy 
conventions, the government has chosen to do noth¬ 
ing. As long as they persist in their inactivity, the 
Canadian magazine industry will be weaker than it 
need be. 


T he CRTC has given us a good example of what 
a little resolution, backed by the right legislation, 
can accomplish. Pierre Juneau has resisted all the 
broadcasting pressure directed against him and em¬ 
erged with policies on Canadian content which have 
strengthened — indeed, one might almost say, 
created—a viable Canadian music and recording in- 
dustrv. 

Quality: Our underlying assumption was that the 
media's quality could be judged by how well they 
were preparing their audiences for social change— 
taking the “surprise" out of the world by background¬ 
ing trends before they became sudden and surprising 
events. Ask yourself, for instance, how well the media 
prepared us for the sudden onslaught of the energy 
crisis. A public served by alert media might have 
seen it coming. 

Our contention that the media’s performance, over¬ 
all, simply wasn’t good enough provided the most 
controversial section of the report. I’m glad it was 
controversial, because, as the last three years have 
demonstrated, the controversy acted as a prod and 
led to improvements. 

No, I couldn’t measure it, but I do sense a greater 
sense of professionalism, even in Halifax. The Thom¬ 
son chain, predictably, has done practically nothing 
about its substandard product except to hire John 
Harbron as its syndicated foreign-affairs analyst. The 
Canadian Daily Newspaper Publishers Assn., after 
several years of soul searching, has finally decided to 
invest some of its funds and energies in editorial 
matters instead of devoting itself exclusively to chas¬ 
ing advertising. 

Most visible of all, we now have press councils in 
Ontario, Quebec, Alberta arid Saskatchewan. So far, 
their effect as a spur to editorial quality has been 
more symbolic than real. And I’m disappointed at the 
lack of public outcry- in provinces where publishers 
have refused to set them up. Maybe it’s just as we 
said: The public always gets the press it deserves. 

But there’s no question in my mind that the 
media are doing a better job, generally, than they 
were three years ago. Most of this is part of a process 
of natural evolution. But I’m proud that our report 
became a part, perhaps an important part, of that 
process. 

It always amazes me, when I speak at universities, 
to find students who seem to know the report better 
than I do myself. Volume One has become a sort of 
de-facto text book in communications across the 
country. 

And sometimes I ask myself: Is that all we really 
produced? A good textbook? In the absence of legis¬ 
lative changes, it’s sometimes tempting to look at it 
that way. But maybe that’s more of a boast than a 
lament. Too many Senate reports get shelved and for¬ 
gotten. Ours is still selling briskly at Information 
Canada, still helping people to think about the media 
in Canada, still serving as part of that evolutionary 
process. Maybe that’s a hopeful sign. Anyhow, I like 
to think so. 
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Wife's death probed 
in U,K . forgery case 


LONDON — The man who 
admitted forging Prime 
Ministers Harold Wilson's 
signature to a letter now is 
being questioned about the 
drowning death of his wife two 
months ago. 

The case erf Wilson's forged 
signature broke earlier this 
month when newspapers said 
the Prime Minister’s private 
secretary and her brother 
made $2&4,000 in profits on 
land sold to Ronald Milhench, 
the man who made the 
forgery. 

Milhench said he forged 


Wilson’s name as a joke. 
Wilson was not involved in any 
of the land deals. 

Now police in the Midlands 
industrial city of 
Wolverhampton, where 
Milhench lives, have taken 
firearms from his home and 
moved his two children to a 
friend’s home for safety. 

And they want to know 
exactly what happened two 
months ago when Milhench 
and his wife, Kathleen, were 
the apparent victims of a 
motoring accident in which 


their car plunged into a lane 
Milhench escaped but his wife 
drowned when trapped in the 
car. 

Milhench, a self-styled 
swinger at 39, has not been 
charged but is under 


questioning. He lives m a 
$80,000 house, runs a suc¬ 
cessful insurance brokerage 
and is paying $2,300 a week 
interest on a loan he got to 
swing the land deal with 
Wilson’s secretary.

Those over 16 had been 
issued with a registration card 
with their picture and thumb 
print; their radios and 
cameras were confiscated; 
their cars and fishboats im¬ 
pounded. Among the group 
was a 15-year-old Victoria 
High School student, and 
others ranging from toddlers 
to a 72-year-old grandmother. 

It was close to noon when 
orders came to board the 
Princess Joan on the first leg 
of a journey into wartime 
exile. 

Thus, on April 22, 1942, 
Victoria’s Japanese com¬ 
munity died. 

After the Pearl Harbor 
attack, things began to fall 
apart for the Japanese on the 
West Coast of B.C. Many lost 
their jobs. In February, 1942, 
their banishment became 
inevitable when the entire 
B.C. Coast was declared a 
prohibited zone for all persons 
of Japanese ancestry. 

Disembarking at Vancouver 
docks, the group was taken by 
bus to Hastings Park (now 
Exhibition Park), which had 
been converted into a tem¬ 
porary detention centre for 
Japanese Canadians. There 
they were to be processed and 
housed while awaiting their 
final destination. Suffering 
I from lack of privacy, they 
lined up for meals and slept on 


lumpy, dusty palliasses, a 
poor substitute for a mattress. 

A week after their arrival at 
Hastings Park, 40 men from 18 
to 60 years of age, some 
married, were banished to 
remote road camps in the 
interior of B.C. and Northern 
Ontario under RCMP escort. 

One group, composed of 
enemy aliens, was sent to 
work on what is now the Hope- 
Princeton Highway. Some 
were taken to the Revelstoke 
Sacamous section. 

Twenty-five Victorians, all 
Canadian-born, went with a 
contingent to the coldest spot 
in Ontario, White River. This 
was the first breakup of many 
Victoria families. One family 
paid its own fare to move 
directly to Toronto. Others 
voluntarily departed to the 
interior of B.C. or farming 
districts in Southern Alberta. 

Although it was May, the 
ground in White River was 
still frozen and the men 
coming from the coast in light 
clothing suffered from the 
cold, and later on in the 
summer there were the black 
flies. 

They were paid 25 cents an 
hour, of which 75 cents a day 
went for board. From there 
most moved down to south¬ 
western Ontario for back¬ 
breaking stoop labor in the 
sugar belt fields. This part of 
Canada had never seen 
Japanese, and on Sundays 
farmers would drive to their 
quarters to “take a look at the 
Japs” and were surprised that 
they spoke English, “just like 
us.” 

Those who remained at 
Hastings Park were gradually 
evacuated inland to housing 
settlements abandoned near

exhausted mines. Makeshift 
schools and hospitals were set 
up. They entertained them¬ 
selves with recreation, movies 
and improvised concerts. 
Thus they idly sat out the war 
years, their children’s 
education suffering. 

By the end of the war, many 
had left the housing centres, 
but thousands still remained. 
They could not return to the 
Pacific Coast, as it was still 
closed to Japanese Canadians. 
They had been dispossessed 
and the chattels and property 
they had left behind on the 
Coast had been auctioned off 
without their consent. 

These people were given 
two choices: to relocate in 
Canada outside of B.C. or be 
repatriated to Japan. Most 
chose to remain elsewhere in 
Canada. About 15 per cent, 
including about half a dozen 
from Victoria, for various 


reasons, decided to go to 
defeated Japan. Since then, 
however, more than half have 
returned to Canada. 

It is believed that the first 
Japanese on the West Coast 
were sailors of ships of 
various registry, plying the 
Pacific at about the time of 
Confederation. Eighteen- 
year-old Manzo Nagano 
jumped ship in New West¬ 
minster in 1875. After 
travelling around he went 
back to Japan for awhile, then 
returned to make Victoria his 
home. 

The centre of the Japanese 
community before the turn of 
the century was the corner of 
Store and Fisgard. Here, in 
1890, the Osawa brothers 
bought and operated a hotel 
catering to Japanese 
travellers on their migration 
to the mainland, including the 
American Northwest. 


As the West Coast Canadian 
port of entry, all passenger 
liners crossing the North 
Pacific anchored in Victoria, 
two of them flop houses or 
brothels. These f >rerunners 
were seafaring types, and 
there were brawls, sometimes 
ending in death. 

Before the First World War 
Victoria was the winter haven 
of sealing vessels and 
whalers, many of whose crews 
were Japanese. When the seal 
hunt ended, most of these 
people drifted back to Japan 
or the United Stated. As they 
vanished, the real immigrants 
from farming areas in Japan 
began taking their place; true 
pioneers of hardy stock, 
searching for a place to build 
homes and raise families. 

In 1899 Kiku Nakabayshi 
was born in Victoria, the first 
Japanese-Canadian born in 
the city. She graduated from 


high school and the University 
of Washington but found little 
opportunity here and taught at 
the Oriental orphanage until, 
in the mid 30s, following the 
death of her mother, she went 
to Japan to follow a more 
suitable career. She never 
married. Three years ago she 
revisited Victoria for the first 
time to visit the graves of her 
parents, buried in Ross Bay 
Cemetery. 

Japan was a Canadian ally 
in the First World War, her 
navy patrolling the North 
Pacific against the German 
raiders. One hundred and 
seventy Japanese fought with 
Canadian forces in France, 54 
of them paying the full price. 
One of the little known facts 
about Japanese-Canadians 
during the Second World War 
is that 200 joined Canadian 
Intelligence in 1944 against 
Japan. Four Victorians were 
among them. 

Going back to another era, 
Admiral Togo was the hero in 
the Japanese triumph over the 
Russians and every coastal 
town boasted a Togo cleaners 
or a Togo barber shop. 

About this time Joe Kishida 
was studying the amusement 
park prospect on the Gorge, 
and decided that a Japanese 
style tea garden would be 
profitable. He convinced 
Harry Takata to be his part¬ 
ner. Then Joe sent for his 
Idtiner, a professional gar¬ 
dener in Japan. The Tea 
Gardens, opening in the 
spring of 1906, was an over¬ 
night success. There was 


swimming, dancing, 
canoeing, rides, games, shows 
and fireworks at night. The 
Nishi Moto family, who lived 
across the Gorge, launched 
their floating tea house. Their 
success was short lived, 
however, and they withdrew 
to continue their dairy 
business, their stock roaming 
the fields where the outdoor 
theatre is today at Tillicum 

nd Burnside. 

Although the elder Kishida 
,*emained in Victoria only 
about four years, his success 
with the Gorge project was an 
inspiration for other gardens, 
and he was commissioned to 
create a Japanese garderi for 
the Butchart family. Among 
others he worked on portions 
of the Dunsmuir Castle land¬ 
scaping and the Barnard 
residence. 

A tradition with Japanese 
communities was that if it had 
30 families it supported a 
baseball team. This applied to 
Canada as well as the U.S. to 
the Mexican border. In 1910 
Victoria’s Taiyos competed in 
the Twilight League. There 
was little employment for the 
young men at that time and 
the team folded as they left 
town. 

In the 1920s, immigration 
restrictions against entry 
from Japan were being 
tightened. The CPR Em¬ 
presses, the American 
Presidents, and Japanese 
passenger liners all dropped 


Victoria as port of call. The 
first of the Japanese Hotels, 
the Osawa, after 50 years in 
business, closed. With 
growing resentment against 
Japanese wares, by 1930 there 
were no souvenir or gift shops 
left. In 1925 fire wiped out the 
amusement area of the Gorge 
Tea Gardens; the automobile, 
changing life styles and the 
Depression were all factors in 
the slow dying of the Tea 
Gardens. 

The 1930s were difficult 
times for the Japanese 
Canadians. Japan's 
militaristic incursions into 
China brought justified 
condemnation, but it was 
often the innocent who suf¬ 
fered the consequences 

By the Second World War, 
many of the pioneer families 
left for reasons of em¬ 
ployment. Only the owners of 
cleaning and tailoring shops 
held their own; their were 12. 
By the time of forced 
departure, they had disposed 
of their businesses at knock¬ 
down prices. 

In 1937, on Victoria’s 75th 
anniversary, the Japanese 
Community entered a float in 
the parade and won first prize. 
The award money was used to 
import cherry trees from 
Japan, and these were planted 
in Beacon Hill. 

And the Cherry blossoms 
that bloom in early spring in 
the park are a gift of the 
Japanese community that is 
now no more.

En Route

Bojanging is a way of fixing machinery that is quick, 
inefficient and costs just as much as a proper job. 

A local garage I now quickly pass by did a spot of bojanging 
and charged me a ripoff price for it. Its “mechanic” — and I use 
the term loosely — installed a muffler with the aid of two wire 
coathangers. 

An occasional knock grew into a continuous clatter and led 
to my discovering this piece of boianging. One of the hangers 
had snapped so I took the car backto get it fixed properly. 

Meantime, I made a thorough check on the prices of the 
parts the garage had put on the car and found I had been 
overcharged on two. To make matters worse, they wanted to 
charge me for installing the proper bracket on the muffler. 

I pointed out the discrepancies in the prices and refused to 
pay any more for having the job completed. And in return I was 
treated to a snarl. 

In a lighter vein let me introduce you to that prince of 
bojangers — Bert. 

Bert owned an expensive imported car and ran it on a 
shoestring, or more appropriately haywire. Every time the car 
had troubles there was Bert with his trusty vise grips, 
screwdriver, pieces of wire and three different hammers. 

Here’s what I found upon inspection: A dozen nuts with 
rounded corners, a manifold stud bashed over to make up for a 
missing nut, and seven different wiring jobs on the exhaust 
system. 

The engine needed a valve job so Bert had twisted the 
distributor to maximum advance to prevent stalling. 

To add a little uncertainty to his fast and inexpert driving, 
Bert had wrapped a piece of rubber around a split in a high 
pressure hose on the power steering and fastened it with six 
jubilee clips. 

But if you think bojanging can be dangerous just remember 
this: The most dangerous nut is the one behind the wheel.

Saanich 

looks 

ahead 


A first look at a consulting 
engineer’s recommendations 
for 41 years of sewer extension 
will be given to Saanich 
aldermen this week in a 
briefing by professional staff 

Mayor Ed Lum said he had 
gone over the long-awaited 
Ker Priestman report on 
Saanich sewer requirements 
and found the cost of 
providing the municipality 
with sanitary sewers to 2015 
for a projected population of 
221,000 will be $15 million. 

Lum said sewers would be 
laid in only the existing urban 
containment area of Saanich, 


which excludes the sparsely- 
populated outer areas of the 
municipality. 

At a public meeting in 
Gordon Head last Thursday 
the mayor said recently- 
quoted figures indicating a 
cost of $80 to $100 million for 
sewers up to 2015 were “not 
true.” 

Lum went over the con¬ 
sultant's report with 
municipal administrator 
W. H. Tremayne, who is also a 
civil engineer. The mayor said 
he did not know the origin of 
the $80-$100 million estimate. 

It was later indicated, 


however, the figure came 
from a group outside the 
municipality which appears to 
favor the amalgamation of 
Greater Victoria 
municipalities and the widei 
sharing of costs for sewerage 
projects. 

Lum has said he was in 
favor of discussing the 
amalgamation issue, but he 
has not advocated a position tc 
be taken by Saanich. 

Under existing legislation, 
two-thirds of the total cost of 
sewer projects may be paid 
for by the provincial govern 
ment.

plot 

thickens 


Agriculture Minister David 
Stupich may not know it but he 
started something that is 
going to snowball when he 
approved last month the 
“horticulture for people” 
program, otherwise known as 
the garden plot allocation 
project. 

This was evident at a 
meeting held in St. 
Christopher’s hall last week 
where enthusiastic citizens 
each paid $10 to rent a total of 
110 garden plots from the 
department of agriculture. 

Many more people would 
have availed themselves of 
the program but there wasn’t 
enough land to carve up. 

The site for the recreational 
garden is at the northwest end 
of Douglas Street bounded by 
Kent and Rowland Roads. The 
seven-acre parcel of land is 
owned by the highways 
department. The property 
was loaned for the scheme. 

Plotholders are apartment 
dwellers who haven’t the 
choice to garden or not to 
garden. 

The department plans to 
fence in the area and to supply 
a storage shed, office, toilet, 

I coffee room, picnic area and 
children play area, 
j The plotholders will start 
gardening early in May — 
after they have appointed 
■ committees to manage the 
| area. 

I Stupich, who attended the 
| meeting, said the allocation 
garden is a pilot scheme and, 
if successful, may be 
established in other parts of 
the province. 

If public enthusiasm is a 
I measure of success, the 
| program will spread like 
I fireweed. Already there is 
I pressure on the department to 
I start the program in other 
| areas of the province. It is 
I hoped to get a similar project 
I underway in the Vancouver 
I area this spring. 

V Horticulturist Dick 
I Keepence who will supervise 
| the project, has no doubt that 
j recreational gardening is 
i going to grow in B.C. 

“Ottawa started a similar 
I project four years ago with 600 
I lots,” he said. “This has now 
I grown to 2,400 lots.” 
f Allotment gardening is not 
new. It was introduced in 1832 
in England during the in¬ 
dustrial revolution and the 
subsequent movement of 
population from country to 
cities. 

Today, most western 
nations — Sweden, Denmark, 
Germany, Holland, France, 
Italy and some American 
states — have allotment 
gardens. Canada was one of 
the last western nations to 
adopt the program. 

Victoria plotholders vary in 
ages with the majority bet¬ 
ween 20 and 40 and married, 
some with young families. 

Why do the apartment 
dwellers want to cultivate 
gardens? This question was 
asked of 62 persons at the 
meeting. Answers varied. 

Thirty seven persons 
wanted to garden as a hobby 
and for physical relaxation. 
Only 14 were mainly in¬ 
terested in gardening to help 
the family budget, five to get 
some peace and get away 
from T.V.; six to escape to the 
fresh air and sunshine and to 
meet people with a common 
interest. 

Some had little experience 
in gardening. 

Here are two sample 
comments:— 

“I just like growing things,” 
said Doreen Catton. 

“It cuts down on food 
costs,” said Susan Classon. 
“Besides it is good for 
children to help and see how 
food is grown. Vegetables are 
tastier.” 

A study of allotment gar¬ 
dening in Britain showed the 
majority of plotholders are 
white-collar workers. Blue- 
collar workers prefer to watch 
or to take part in sports. About 
23 per cent of all allotment 
holders are retired people. 


At the Victoria meeting, 
there appeared to be only a 
few retired people. 

In launching the scheme, 
Stupich respected the ideas of 
organic growers; people who 
oppose to the use of chemical 
pesticides and herbicides. A 
section of the garden has been 
set aside for organic growers. 

Will plotholders be able to 
reduce their food costs? Some 
horticulturists say a plot 
should he capable of 
producing a crop to the value 
of $200. It depends if the 
gardener counts his labor. 

If he looks at his labor as a 
benefit, such as physical 
relaxation, then he is way up 
on top, according to hor¬ 
ticulturists.

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Assessments help Sooke 


Tax keeps down 


Taxpayers in Sooke School 
District will pay 26.10 mills for 
school costs this year, almost 
the same tax rate as in 1973. 

Sooke district secretary- 
treasurer Les Wheeldon at¬ 
tributed the low mill rate to a 
"very big increase" in 
assessments in the district — 
from $77 million last year to 
$106 million. 

The Sooke mill rate is 
almost 10 points below the 
34.06 mills for school costs 
which the education depart¬ 
ment estimates will be the 
average rate in school 
districts in B.C. this year. 

Both Saanich and Greater 
Victoria School Districts will 
set their mill rates this week, 
following final approval of 
their budgets by the education 
department. 

Saanich secretary- 
treasurer Ross Ingram said if 
the assessment increase in his 
district equals that in Sooke. 
the Saanich education mill 
rate could be the same or 
below last year’s 32 mills. 

What will happen to the 
Greater Victoria district mill 
rate, set last year at 32.71, is 
uncertain as the Victoria 
board passed a hefty 1974 
budget that considerably 
exceeded the basic costs 
allowed by the government. 

All these additional costs 
are paid by local taxes. 

The provincial government 
has set the basic tax levy, to 
cover basic school costs, at 
24.7 mills, the same as 1973. 

But most school districts 
exceed these basic costs, 
worked out under the 


government s complicated 
financing formula, and pay 
for the budget excess by 
levying additional mills on 
local taxpayers. 

Thus the average mill rate 
is almost 10 mills above the 
basic rate. 

Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly said the government's 
five-year school tax reduction 
plan should mean that mill 
rate increases will have "little 
or no effect on the average 
homeonwer." 

Premier Barrett promised 
in the budget to pay 20 per 
cent (up to $40> of every 
homeowner’s school taxes in 
excess of the $200 homeowner 
grant. 

Next year the government 
will pay 40 per cent of the 
extra school costs and the 
figure will continue to rise so 
that in five years the govern 
ment will pay 100 per cent of 


school costs above the amount 
,of the homeowner grant. 

In districts where school 
taxes amount to less than the 


$200 homeowner grant, the 
homeowner will receive a 
cheque in the mail for the 
difference.

BOSTON — It was unreal. 

Chicago Black Hawks, 
I defensively the toughest team 
■in the National Hockey 
iLeague, scored six goals 
■Sunday afternoon and wound

I semi-final. 

Boston Bruins pulled even

game, but the six of them 
which came on power plays 
tied a cup record. And it took 
some spectacular goalkeeping 
to prevent both clubs from 
getting into double figures.

Miami money buys trouble for Coley 


This appears to be the week of decision for 
Coleman E. Hall in his campaign to obtain 
Canadian ownership for Vancouver Canucks. 

Interim president of the National Hockey 
League club, Hall has an agreement with 
Medicor president Tom Scallen that gives Hall 
until May 10 to exercise an option to purchase 
Medicor’s 701,000 shares in the Canucks. 

Coley, who has been negotiating with 
Scallen to purchase the Medicor shares with 
Vancouver money, has the right of first refusal 
in any sale, allowing him to meet any offer, less 
50 cents per share. 

Things became somewhat complicated last 
week for the Vancouver group headed by all 
when Scallen disclosed he had received an offer 
from Dan Topping Jr., bidding $9,463,000 for 
the controlling interest owned by Medicor. 


That balances out at $13.50 per share, a 
figure Coley calls “ridiculous” and 
inflationary.

Hall expected to spend part of this week 
examining the offer made by Topping and 1 
indicated he might make an announcement in a 
few days.

Pre-season clocking sets standards

When the bugle blows Wednesday at Van¬ 
couver’s Exhibition Park, it will signal two 
things. 

First, it hails the start of the 1974 thorough¬ 
bred horse racing season at Ex Park, and 
secondly, it marks the unofficial end of Dorothy 
Kirk’s interesting part-time job. 

Mrs. Kirk is a docker employed by the B.C. 
Jockey Club, and for the past six or seven 
weeks she has been at Sandown Park near 
Sidney timing the thoroughbreds as they 
prepare for the 100-day season. 

She records each "work” and relays the 
information to the B.C. Jockey Club, which sets 
minimum standards to be met if a horse is to be 
eligible to enter a race at Ex Park. 

Mrs. Kirk is generally out at the finish line 
at Sandown by 7:30 in the morning — seven 
days a week — with two stop watches. When 
she finishes timing a run, she pockets the 
watches and picks up a pen to record the 
workout in her note pad. 

Mrs. Kirk's appearance at Sandown Park is 
not a one-woman crusade by any means. A 
number of the riders are young women who 
handle the big and expensive animals with 
great skill. 

Women jockeys are not uncommon on North 
American tracks, the breakthrough coming 
many years ago. 

It’s the second year Mrs. Kirk has done the 
job. She was approached by the racing 
secretary, who asked if she had ever done any 
timing before. She said the only timing she ever 
did was for her son in track and field, but she 
was willing to give it a try. 

She enjoyed the job from the first moment 
and has been a regular fixture at the Sidney 
track for close to two months. 


‘‘Here comes Shot O’ Glory,” she said, 
putting her binoculars to use. 

‘‘Maker O’ Magic, three-eighths,” shouted 
rider Jaana Vichova. She was aboard Maker O’ 
Magic and indicated to Mrs. Kirk that the 
workout was to be three-eighths of a mile, 
almost the full circuit at Sandown. 

Mrs. Kirk and her husband Lome, 
president of Mayfair Realty, own two 
thoroughbreds, Proud Bird (six-year-old grey 
gelding) and Travelling Mist (four-year-old 
filly). 

Her pet is obviously Proud Bird, who won 
the inaugural Express Handicap last year at 
Ex Park over such notable opposition as Love 
Your Host, horse of the year in 1973. 

‘‘Here comes Proud Bird!” she exclaimed 
as the big grey stepped onto the track from the 
stable area. 

“Watch him, he’s going to be really stub¬ 
born,” she predicted. 

Right on cue, Proud Bird halted a few steps 
onto the track. It took about five minutes to 
coax him to move. Once he got moving, it 
wasn’t difficult for rider Bob Meriuk to guide 
the horse through two galloping circuits. 

Proud Bird was a claim last season for 
$3,200 and hopes are high for another good 
season for the gelding, who runs best in slop. 

Exhibition Park’s 100-day schedule opens 
Wednesday with the annual United Way 
opening. 

Gate and concession proceeds will be 
donated to the United Way appeal. 

Racing days at the Vancouver track will be 
the same as last year — Mondays, Wed¬ 
nesdays, Fridays and Saturdays — and the 
schedule is slated to end Oct. 14. Post parades 
on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays will be 
at 6:30 p.m. while the parade to the post on 
Saturdays and holidays will be at 1:15 p.m.

revamp 

Provincial assessment 
commissioner Percy Wright, 
who has reached retirement 
age of 65, will continue on the 
job until September to help in 
revamping B.C.’s assessment 
system. 

Wright, who makes no 
secret he’s a Socred sup¬ 
porter, recently lambasted 
politicians for upsetting the 
assessment system with their 
tax tinkering. 

But an all-party committee 
studying the subject, appears 
to have paid heed to his advice 
because its recommendation 
and his, that an independent 
assessment authority be 
created, and taxation and 
assessment functions be 
separated, is being drafted 
into legislation. 

Wright was assistant city 
clerk in Victoria for 22 years 
before winning a seat in the 
Legislature in 1953. He 
resigned after only one 
session to allow Einar Gun¬ 
derson, the Socred’s potential 
finance minister, to run in a 
byelection. Gunderson lost. 

Wright says he is too old to 
return to provincial politics 
but he is thinking seriously of 
running for alderman in 
Victoria. 


The province, which would 
administer the proposed 100- 
acre housing development, 
now appears more interested 
in retaining the land and 
erecting a mixture of housing 
types from co-operative units 
to row housing and rental 
units.

Meanwhile, Saanich has 
delayed discussion of the 
undertaking with the 
provincial government 
because it could be affected by 
recommendations of the Ker 
Priestman report on ex¬ 
pansion of the municipal 
sewer system. This report, 
just received by Saanich, is 
still being analysed at the 
technical level. 

A steering committee 
consisting of aldermen Alan 
Newberry and Mel Couvelier 
and senior officials of the 
municipality and province 
were to discuss the project to 
try to reach an accord.

Tourist lures set 


Tourists spent $660 million 
in B.C. last year and the 
provincial government 
intends to spend more than $5 
million on tourist promotion 
this year, Travel Industry 
Minister Ernie Hall said last 
week. 

Last year’s revenue was 15 
per cent higher than the 
previous year and an all-time 
record which confirms 
tourism as B.C.’s third-largest 
industry, said Hall, adding an 
estimated 80,000 people are 
employed in B.C. by the 
industi 7 . 

Most of the department’s 
efforts go to promoting off¬ 
season travel, said Ed 
Norman, director of 
information services. 

Travel information is 
disseminated from the 
department’s head office m 
Victoria and five field offices 
in Vancouver and Douglas on 
the mainland, London, 
England, San Francisco and 
Los Angeles, he said. 

Seasonal offices operate 
from Abbotsford, Osoyoos, 
Sicamous, and Yahk, said 
Norman, and Jasper and 
Banff handle “over-the- 
counter inquiries” during 
peak travel months. 


“We have seven permanent 
travel counsellors at Victoria 
who answered more than 
142,000 mail inquiries last 
year from around the world 
and the volume is increasing 
daily,” said Norman. 

Travel literature published 
and distributed by the 
department includes British 
Columbia Tourist Directory 
and Road Map; a booklet for 
students on B.C.; folders on 
the Legislative Buildings, 
general travel information on 
skiing, golfing, flying, 
conventions and convention 
tours; the bi-annual Calendar 
of Events; ferry schedules; 
travel agents’ manual; and 
maps of the Fraser Valley and 
Saanich Peninsula. 

Film and photographic 
branch director Stan Haines 
said the branch circulates 
more than 3,000 film prints a 
year and some 54,000 
screenings to audiences of 2.5 
million were held last year. 

“This was supported by 
2,200 telecasts in Canada and 
the U.S. with a possible 100 
million sets carrying the 
message that B.C. is an ideal 
vacation land,” said Haines. 

“Media advertising now 
costs $800,000 with the largest 


portion of this spent outside 
the province,” said special 
promotions director Ken 
Woodward. 

“To lure tourists, four-color 
advertisements in leading 
United States publications 
show the four-season vacation 
land that is B.C.,” he said, 
“Large space advertisements 


are placed in publications 
south of the border, the prairie 
provinces and eastern Canada 
while a provincial ‘B Cee-ing 
is Believing’ campaign invites 
British Columbians to see 
their own province.” 

“Special travel promotions 
are undertaken continuously 


at a major Canadian, U.S. and 
Japanese cities,” Woodward 
said, “and more are being 
constantly added to the list. 
The department hosts 
familiarization tours for 
travel agents, tour 
wholesalers, and tour 
operators.”

NORTH COWICHAN — 
North Cowichan council was 
told last week that the 
provincial government has 
given its approval for the 
Chemainus River water 
project.

Included in 
this total will be $500,000 for 
upgrading Chemainus village 
water system which 
originates at Holyoak Lake. 


The Chemainus River water 
system in its first phase will 
serve mainly the southend of 
the municipality with a total 
capacity of about 30,000 users. 
After the second phase has 
been completed, the project 
will be able to provide the 
entire region up to the year 
2 , 000 . 

The project will consist of a 
dam across the Chemainus 
River several miles west of 
Chemainus creating a large 
reservoir. In the first phase

North Cowichan appealed to 
the provincial government 
which appointed a special 
committee consisting of four 
cabinet ministers. 

In a letter, Health Minister 
Dennis Cocke advised council 
that “having heard the 
evidence presented by the 
representatives of the district 
of North Cowichan and the 
representatives of the comp¬ 
troller of water rights, we find 
for the appellant: 

“It would appear to this 
committee that alternate 


water supplies are not 
available. It is therefore or¬ 
dered that the district of North 
Cowichan be permitted to 
proceed with its plans to 
secure its water from the 
Chemainus River.” 

> Southend Fire Chief Peter 
Henry is determined to take 
action against motorists who 
do not observe the rules 
regarding fire trucks speeding 
to the scene of a fire. 

Henry said when his 
volunteer firefighters tried to 
reach the scene of a house fire 
on Maple Bay Road with two 
firetrucks last week motorists 
paid no heed to the basic rules. 
Some did not stop to let the 
emergency vehicles pass 
safely and others followed the 
trucks at too short a distance. 
He said the minimum distance 
to be kept between a firetruck 
and a following car is 500 feet. 

“We have been pretty 
lenient in the past but we shall 
no longer tolerate motorists 
who .disregard fire trucks 
going to a fire. My firemen 
were hindered by thoughtless 
car drivers and from now on 
charges will be iaid. 


“Beside the fact that every 
second counts, those drivers 
who do not yield to emergency 
vehicles are endangering the 
lives of the firemen," Henry 
said.

A widely travelled group of 
young people — Larry and the 
Golden-Heirs Trio — will give 
a concert at 7 p.m.

As the first woman

Waitress 

tipping 

carrieson 


The 25 or 50 cents customers 
slide under their saucers 
makes the difference between 
just getting by and actually 
living for hundreds of 
waitresses in Victoria. 


Supporting a family on a 
little more than $400 a month 
is almost impossible, but if it 
wasn’t for the goodwill of their 
customers, the waitresses 
would just have to make do. 

As food prices spiralled 
across Canada and the right 
hand side of restaurant menus 
went the same way as the 
pricfe'of gold, concern arose 
that diners would forego the 
tipping tradition. 

Restaurant-goers would 
simply decide that the price of 
the meal alone was all their 
budget could handle and 
tipping would become a thing 
of the good-old-days, some 
thought. 

But it hasn’t happened. 

The customers have gulped 
at the prices, but they’re still 
forking out the tips at the 
same rate as before, ac¬ 
cording to a selection of 
Victoria waitresses. 


The best explanation of the 
diners' continuing generosity 
came from Eric Lewis, a local 
restaurant manager and 
regional president of the 
Canadian Restaurant 
Association. 

“Tipping is a deal between 
the waitress and the customer 
that we don't enter into,” 
Lewis said. 


“It’s just an understanding 
that the waitress and the 
customer have that if the 
customer leaves some money 
it means he liked the service. 

"People don’t just pay for 
the food, they pay for the 


irvice and they like the way 


service and they 
"fhey’re attended 


lb." 


Lewis thinks Canadians are 
so used to increases in the 
price of everything from 
disposable diapers to steak 
that they take restaurant 
increases in their stride. 

'“People have told me they 
think our food is reasonably 
priced when I think it’s really 
going up, but it's reasonable 
compared to other things.” 


‘“People realize that 
waitresses don't get paid a lot 
and they help out,” Lewis 
said. 

Lewis admits that the 
minimum wage waitresses 
and waiters are typically paid 
is not really enough to get by 
on. 

"And it’s too bad when you 
think that restaurants a re the 
third largest employer in 
Canada.” 

But if inflation hasn’t af¬ 
fected the amount a waitress 
makes in tips, it certainly has 
made their job slightly un¬ 
pleasant at times. 

“People talk to us about the 
price increases as if we made 
them ourselves,” a waitress in 
a hotel coffee shop said. 

“‘I’ve had people give me 
long lectures about how they 
had to pay so much for the 
lumber to build their new 
house and about how when 
they go to the grocery store 
they pay twice as much for 
what they get as they did a 
year ago." 

But the waitresses are 
generally stoic by tem¬ 
perament and they handle the 
price-enraged customers in 
much the same way as they 
handle obnoxious drunks. 

“I just say that I didn't 
make the prices and then I 
give them their food.” 

Tips vary from place to 
place, depending on the type 
of clientele and the kind of 
meals served. 

The gratuities vary from 
zero at a fast-serve drive-in 
like McDonald's up to $20 for 
an eight hour shift at a place 
like Hy's steak house. The 
average amount of tips taken 
home after a full shift in a 
hotel coffee shop or a ham¬ 
burger and hot turkey sand¬ 
wich type restaurant is $8, 
which gives the minimum- 
wage worker an extra $160 a 
month. 

The tipping tradition has 
developed into a vicious 
circle. Employers don’t pay 
more than the minimum 
because they count on 
customers to give the 
waitresses a living wage. 


Some European countries 
and the United Sates tack a 10 
per cent service charge right 
onto the bill, but Lewis and 
most Canadian restauran- 
teurs are against it, 
presumably because it 
destroys the practice of giving 
a reward for good service. 


Waitresses still work for the 
minimum wage because they 
know they’ll make it up in tips. 

And the customer, despite 
the soaring prices, still tips, 
partly because he knows the 
workers are poorly paid, and 
mostly because it’s a tradition 
and habits don’t break easily.

Canadian autonomy for 
unions is going to get a 
thorough going-over at the 
Canadian Labor Congress 
convention in Vancouver in 
May. 

Although the congress has 
in the past endorsed the 
principle of autonomy for 
Canadian unions, whether 
they are independent unions 
or part of North American 
unions, some delegates this 
year will be trying to get 
action taken to force changes. 


And the delegates have a 
leader in John Fryer, who has 
already been taking his 
message on autonomy and 
reform to every available 
forum. 

Fryer, 35, secretary- 
treasurer of the B.C. 
Government Employees 
Union, and one of the so-called 
"Young Turks” calling for 
reform at previous CLC 
conventions, has tlie backing 
of his union executive in an 
attempt to become one of 20

'Jury out' 
on Bonner 


Robert Bonner has resigned 
as chairman of the board of 
MacMillan Bloedel, as he said 
he would, but the mystery of 
his future continues. 

Remarks by Bonner to the 
annual shareholders’ meeting 
in Vancouver Friday include a 
call for businessmen to speak 
out publicly in their own in¬ 
terests, apparently a 
reference to conflicting 
philosophies of business and 
the provincial NDP govern¬ 
ment. 

Other comments by him 
suggest that a policy of shared 
leadership at MB wasn't 
working out. 

Bonner, a lawyer by 
profession, did not say what 
he plans to do in the future. He 
was attorney-general in the 
former Social Credit govern¬ 
ment for 16 years before 
joining MB six years ago. 
There has been speculation he 
will return to politics. 

After conforming to the 
annual meeting that he has 
resigned and will not stand for 
election as a director, he said 
he would offer some 
gratuitous advice, namely, 
that problems involving 
government are becoming so 
serious they require far dif¬ 
ferent conduct from 
businessmen in the formation 
of public policy. 

”My reasoning is that, if 
those most interested and 
informed do not speak out or 
act as individuals to influence 
'public opinion, no one should 
complain if badly informed 
public policy at times should 
be the result. 

"My experience is that 
public policy is moulded by- 
public discussion. Govern-

ments are sensitive to public 
opinion which, after all, is but 
a consensus of personal 
opinions publicly expressed.” 

Bonner warned that if 
business is hurt by taxation, 
taken over or displaced by 
public enterprise, it will have 
lost by default much of the 
debate which should surrould 
such events. 

There is no substitute for 
plain words from corporate 
leaders, he said. 

“In a society being led 
toward a mixed economy, the 
corporate leaders’ con¬ 
stituency has gone beyond the 
boardroom and the annual 
meeting to include the general 
public.” 

On MB management, 
Bonner said that a year ago 
his predecessor, J. V. Clyne, 
announced a new corporate 
philosophy of leadership 
which divided policy-making 
between the president and 
chairman. The press reported 
Clyne as saying at that time 
that it would have been dif¬ 
ficult, if not impossible, for 
him to operate under the new 
philosophy. 

“While I haven’t questioned 
Jack as to that comment, I am 
sure he had in mind the dif¬ 
ficulties of exercising a 
shared command which 
sooner or later must raise in 
the mind of anyone involved 
the question of whether he is 
fully, effectively and 
satisfactorily employed — 
having regard perhaps for 
alternatives which might 
beckon,” said Bonner. 


CLC vice-presidents to be 
elected in May. 

His union is one of many 
that have submitted 24 
resolutions on autonomy, the 
strongest of which was sub¬ 
mitted jointly by the Public 
Service Alliance of Canada, 
Letter Carriers Union of 
Canada and the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees. 

They ask that any union 
which does not have effective 
Canadian autonomy by the 
end of 1977 not be permitted to 
join or remain in the congress. 

Such strong action is 
unlikely to be endorsed, but it 
is certain that the congress 
will have to take a stronger 
position than previously on the 
question, if only to hold the 
labor movement together in 
Canada. 

If more international unions 
followed the example of the 
United Paperworkers In¬ 
ternational Union in 
promising to grant full 
autonomy to Canadians if they 
want it, then the cause of such 
flag-waving, nationalist 
unions as the Pulp, Paper and 
Woodworkers of Canada 
would be weakened. 

That union, along with other 
small breakaway groups, has 
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fought stronger international 
unions and won members 
away from the UPIU, In¬ 
ternational Woodworkers of 
America and the United 
Steelworkers of America by 
stressing that Americans 
control the internationals. 

The push for reform of the 
CLC won’t end on the 
autonomy question, however. 

Fryer’s candidacy for office 
symbolizes two of the prin¬ 
ciples being expounded by the 
reformist groups — the need 
for younger, more flexible 
leadership, and the need for 
representation from the 
public service unions which 
make up a goodly proportion 


of trade union membership in 
Canada. 

In fact, a good deal of the 
impetus for reform is coming 
from the public servant 
section, notably from the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees. 

CUPE has been in a running 
battle with the CLC for some 
time over the affiliation of 
various provincial civil ser¬ 
vant groups to the congress. 

CUPE has claimed that all 
provincial civil servants, with 
the exception of BCGEU, 
should be part of CUPE, and 
not allowed to form separate 
groups. The B.C. union was 
formed and affiliated with the 


congress before CUPE was 
formed 10 years ago. 

CUPE and the BCGEU both 
are asking the CLC in a 
resolution to stop affiliation of 
new provincial groups. They 
want a national organization 
of provincial civil servants — 
one which would have a 
membership potential of 
200,000 across Canada. 

Resolutions are to be 
debated upon the readmission 
of breakaway unions to the 
congress to stop the 
weakening of the trade union 
movement through division. 

One on this subject, bound to 
bring spirited debate, is from 
Victoria delegates and asks 


for the readmission of the 
Hospital Employees Union to 
the CLC. 

HEU has run into solid labor 
opposition because of its 
endeavor to woo private 
hospital workers, presently 
members of CUPE, into its 
ranks. 

Some reformists have the 
idea that small unions cannot 
be effective — an idea ex¬ 
pounded regularly by Fryer — 
and there will be support for a 
resolution from CUPE and the 
Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers urging merging of 
the small groups with larger 
ones. 

The resolution suggests that 
by 1978 the congress should 
become a federation of not 
more than 25 large industrial- 
type unions of at least 25,000 
members each in the sectors 


of construction and 
engineering, food, mining and 
metallurgy, transport and 
communications, manufac¬ 
turing, clothing and textiles, 
publishing, public em¬ 
ployment, wood and wood 
products, service and en¬ 
tertainment, oils and 
chemicals. 

All in all, delegates will 
have 650 resolutions to debate 
during the week-long con¬ 
vention, many of them dealing 
with affairs . outside the 
congress. 

The cost of living, housing 
crisis, pollution and the 
energy crisis, along with the 
impact of international cor¬ 
porations on the Canadian 
economy, are among the 
concerns of trade unionists 
who will attend the con¬ 
vention.
